Me) proposed today that the United States tell Great 
Britain to keep American lend lease military equipment 
out of current fighting in her colonies or this country will 
reclaim it. 


The secretary's prepared state- 


ment said the house measure has 
two principal objectives. 


"(1) It sets up new mahchinery 


for the mediation of labor disputes; 


"(2) It attempts to restrict the 


organized activities of workers by 
amending the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act and the Norris-LaGuardla 
Act of 1932." 


Then, in a detailed examination 


of present labor laws and prac- 
tices, Schwellenbach declared 
the 


Case bill "is definitely inferior." 
Part of the Case bill, he said, 


"is an open invitation to complete 
nullification of all remedial legisla- 
tion affecting labor standards and 
labor relations."

trop's Bequest that Churchill

summoned to testify at Nuernberg.

plea, Rlbbentrop 
asserted Churchill visited the em- 
bossy In London and told him that 
"England was intelligent and ex- 
perienced enough to get other pow- 
ers on England's side If Germany 
should become too strong."

Martin Horn, counsel for 


Rlbbewtrop, asserted "it to highly 


probable that this statement was 
one of the reasons" that Hitler was 
g-an what the prosecution charged 
wag a Nazi conspiracy to wage war.

MILITARY NOT ABLE 
TO TRY CIVIIJANS, 
SUPREME COURT SAYS 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 


The Supreme 
Court ruled today 


6-2 that military counts establish- 
ed under martial law in Hawaii 
after the Pearl Harbor attack lack- 
ed authority to try civilians. 


The court ruled on appeals 
by 


two civilians who were sentenced 
by military courts to prison terms. 
It held that both are now entitled 
to be released from custody. 


One of the civilians was a ship 


fitter employed at the Pearl Harbor 
Navy Yard. He was accused 
of 


assaulting two Marine sentries, In 
violation of a general order iuaued 
by the military Governor of Hawaii. 


The other 
civilian, a Honolulu 


stock broker, was accused of em- 
bezzling funds of a customer, 
In 


violation of a 1935 law of the terri- 
tory. 


Justice 
Black 
delivered 
the 


court's majority decision. Justice 
Burton wrote a dissent In which 
Justice Frankfurter concurred. 


Chief Justice Stone wrote a con- 


curring opinion. Justice Jackson 
took no part In the case.
